W ednesday, October 
17 th , over 14,000 
students, faculty 
and community members 
stood on College Green to hear 
President Barack Obama speak. 
Obama stopped at OU during 
his 2012 presidential campaign 
against Mitt Romney. People 
stood-in line for hours to catch 
a glimpse of the President. Pie 
spoke for about 30 minutes and 
addressed the major issues of 
the campaign: healthcare, energy 
development, equality for women, 
education and job growth. He 


urged the crowd to vote early and 
made a very forward statement, “1 
want your vote, I’m not too proud 
to beg.’’When Obama brought up 
Mitt Romney’s stance on political 
issues, the crowd erupted in boo’s, 
to which Obama said, “Don’t 
boo, vote”.

lot has changed at Ohio University, 
l-\ and many of these changes can 
U- JLbe attributed to the decision 
to convert from the quarter system to 
semesters. Many students were concerned 
about the issues that would arise with 
their credit hours transferring, as well as 
problems occurring with DARS reports. 
While it took some time, the transition 
went very smoothly and OHIO is now 
operating completely on semesters. It is 
not unlikely, however, to catch a mistake 
on a syllabus because professors are so 
used to using the word “quarters,” and 
the words are still used interchangeably 
by those that have had to operate on both 
systems. Students currently attending Ohio 
University have had mixed feelings about 
semesters so far, and it seems that there are 
many things people will have to get used 
to because of the new system. Many people 
were concerned about fest season, because 
usually the weather is warmer for these 
large outdoor parties that have become a 


tradition. While it is true that students were 
able to take more classes on quarters, the 
classes on semesters cover more content, 
so they even out in the end. Sophomore 
Claire Gallenstein said “The one nice thing 
is that you do have time to turn a bad grade 
around,” compared to quarters, which were 
only ten weeks long to semesters, which 
are fifteen, there is a more time to bring a 
bad grade up. Many students who operated 
on quarters believe that quarters were 
better, but some incoming freshmen seem 
to enjoy the semester switch. Students are 
now on the same schedule as most other 
students at other universities, so they are 
able to spend more time with friends when 
they are home for breaks. It is also a much 
more effective system for students who are 
transferring to OHIO or to another school 
from OHIO, because there is no issue 
with converting between quarter hours to 
semester hours. All in all, the transition 
has been a success, and will continue to 
improve in the vears to come.

Michigan. OHIO played Akron

HIO won their second 
consecutive bowl game 
on December 28 th 
in the 2012 AdvoCare V100 
Independence Bowl against 
the University of Louisiana- 
Monroe. The team played 
in front of 41,853 people 
at Independence Stadium 
in Shreveport, Louisiana. 
Dominating the game with a 
final score of 45-14, OHIO set 
multiple Independence Bowl 
records including total number of 


yards with 556. Junior Running 
Back Beau Blankenship carried 
the ball 19 times with a total of 
105 yards, setting a bowl-record 
of 4 touchdowns. Blankenship 
also set an OHIO record during 
the game because it was the 
ninth time in one season that 
he exceeded 100 yards on the 
ground. Junior Quarterback 
Tyler Tettleton had a great 
game; completing 14 of his 22 
pass attempts with a season high 
totaling 331 yards as well as two 


touchdowns. With three passes 
totaling 162 yards and one 
touchdown, sophomore Chase 
Cochran was OHIO’s leading 
Receiver. The Bobcats started 
out strong with a 14-0 lead bv 
the middle of the first quarter, 
never falling behind and finished 
the first half with a 24-7 lead. 
Heading into the second half 
OHIO never faltered, scoring 
three more touchdowns to 
secure their win. 


























































A s Ohio Women’s Soccer 
wrapped up its 2012 season, 
head coach Stacy Strauss 
wrapped up her career at OHIO. 
Strauss has lead the Bobcats to 
two regular season Mid-American 
Conference titles (2001 and 2004) 
and 70 MAC wins.

T he 12-13 Hockey 
season was one that 
will not soon be 
forgotten. The Bobcats started 
their season with an 11 game 
winning streak and ended it with 
a CSCHL Championship win. 

The Bobcats opened the 
season with a 9-1 win against 
the John Carol Blue Streaks in 
front of a nearly sold out crowd 
at Bird Arena.

There they faced 
the Lindenwood Lions, a team 
that beat OU 1-4 and 1-6 in the 
regular season.The ‘Cats changed 
their mentality for tournament 
play and beat the Lions 5-3, 
thus putting the Bobcats in the 
championship game. OU went 
against the Iowa State Cyclones 
in the championship where the 
‘Cats produced a shut out victory 
of 4-0 giving the Bobcats a win 
and a CSCHL Championship 
title.
